Chrysler Corp. gave a possible

Other automakers were re- 
ported ready to follow Chrysler 
in asking for approximately a 10 
per cent boost in -ar prices. Auto- 
mobile prices have been. frozen 
at Dec. 1, 1950, levels, plus a 34% 
per cent increase granted in 
March. 

Chrysler presumably made its 
representations under terms of 
the so-called Capehart amend- 
ment to the Defense Production 
Act. This provision was de- 
nounced Tuesday night by Presi- 
dent Truman, who said it would 
“force price celings up on thou- 
sands of commodities, clear across 
the board” and would cause 
“havoc.” 

Price officials held out little 
hope of blocking the Chrysler 
request, but said that on the basis 
of individual company cost in- 
creases, they may be able to 
prevent a general 10 per cent 
increase in new car prices. 

OPS officials did not anticipate 
an immediate rise in prices of 
consumer, goods. They pointed | 
out that the consumer goods in- | 
dustry is in “soft” condition and | 
prices probably will remain be- | 
low ceiling levels for some time. | 

Outlook for Rents. | 

Rent Director Tighe E. Woods 

gave the public some not-too-bad 
news. He said rents would not 
increase much under the new law 
even if prices do. Some rents will 
go down, he added. . 
Woods, who yesterday was 
given the new title of Director of 
Rent Stabilization, said that rent 
increases authorized by the new 
law “will not affect tenants near- 
4 as much as appears on the sur- 
ace.” 

The act permits rents in 300 
controlled areas to go up as high 
as 20 per cent above June 30, 
1947, levels. Woods said this in- 
crease “to a large extent ... 
is an accomplished fact already,” 
but he promised to get busy roll- 
ing back rents in critical defense 
areas and wipe out the “horrors 
of hundred-dollar monthly rentals 
for tar paper shacks, century old 
log cabins, and the use of unsani- 
tary outdoor privies.” 

Senator Charges ‘Double Deal.’ 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, yesterday accused the Ad- 
ministration of a “political double 
deal.” He said that by anncuncing 
price increases for pork chops 
just after “Congress had passed 
the new controls law the Admin- 
istration “seeks to identify the in- 
crease with the new law.” 

Senator Moody (Dem.), Mich- 
igan, said the new law “will not 
protect the American consumer 
nor the American system against 
higher prices.” He added that 
“the largest consumer of all is 
Uncle Sam, and a generally high- 
er price level will mean billions | 
and billions more in taxes.” |

MAGISTRATE COURTS BILL 
PASSED BY COUNTY COUNCIL 


prosecution of St. Louis county 
ordinance violations in Magistrate 
Courts adn fixing a $1000 fine and 
a year in jail as the maximum 
penalty for violations was adopted 
yesterday by the County Council. 

The measure requires that 
complaints of violations be made 
by the County Counselor’s office, 
or by peace officers or individual 
citizens, and establishes procedure 
for prosecution. An_ enabling 
measure giving the Magistrates 
similar power to enforce the 
ordinances is pending ir the State 
Legislature. County authorities 
said a test case will be instituted 
in Circuit Court. 

The ordinance puts teeth in 
county ordinances, particularly 
where violations of fireworks and 
anti-rabies measures are involved, 
authorities said. Heretofore there 

been no adequate provisions 
for prosecution. The council also 
authorized appropriation of $3950 
for salaries of another assistant 
County Counselor, a stenographer 
and expenses, for the next six 
months. .

U.S. EASING COSTS 
ON JAPAN IN LINE 
WITH PEACE TREATY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
The United States is easing the 
cost of occupation on Japan. 

Starting last July 1, the United 
States began paying part of the 
cost of its own military occupation 
of Japan—to the tune of about 
$13,450,000 a month. 

The new program will run until 
July 1, 1952. It marks a gradual 
lifting of Japan’s burden of occu- 
pation costs in line with the Jap- 
anese peace treaty which is ex- 
pected to be signed next month.

“Now Soviet Russia, which joined the 
war only a few days before the Japa- 
nese surrender, is included in the list 
of signatories, while the Republic of 
China, which bore the brunt of the war 
to the fullest extent and for a longer 
period than any other ally, has been 
denied participation in the signing of 
the treaty.

No Gambling, No Shake-up 


The reorganized Police Board stands pledged 
to keep organized crime out of St. Louis. The 
city will accept this promise and keep its eyes 
open. 

Gov. Smith has appointed a new board presi- 
dent, Maurice G. Roberts, to succeed the late 
William L. Holzhausen. The Governor then 
named Nicholas Reidy to the vacancy. With 
these changes, the Police Board takes on a new 
aspect, and must be judged as somewhat an 
unknown quantity. 

Mr. Roberts is 72 years old. He faces a most 
taxing responsibility as the head of the board. 
Other members have called this office a “man- 
killing job.” But while Gov. Smith might have 
found a younger man for the post, Mr. Roberts 
has been vigorous in board activities, and his 
position now is as clear as words can make it: 

There will be no commercialized gambling 
while I am on the Police Board. There will 
be no shake-up in the Police Department. 

Mr. Reidy, the new member, subscribes to 
this policy. Unfortunately, he is not well known 
to the public, because he has been out of poli- 
tics since 1939, when he was an alderman. And 
one thing he may be remembered for is not re- 
assuring. 

In 1936, Mr. Reidy proposed making hand- 
books legal and licensing them. He explains that 
he suggested this because the city had been do- 
ing virtually the same thing ir an extra-legal 
way, by fining gamblers and letting them oper- 
ate. Mr. Reidy says he did not believe in 
gambling then and does not now. 

The present board has yet to prove itself. 
This was also true in 1949 of the first police 
commission named by Gov. Smith. The Holz- 
hausen board was then an unknown quantity. 
It took office amid rumors that big-time gam- 
blers expected an open house party in St. Louis. 
Only the passing months and the proved effi- 
ciency of the police dispelled suspicion. 

The reorganized Police Board under Mr. Rob- 
erts is pledged to maintain the barricade against 
organized hoodlumism in St. Louis. The city 
expects no less. Performance will be the test 
of the promises. 
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Preposterous Demand at Kaesong 

Two dispatches on the same day show the 
unreasonabléness of the latest Communist truce 
demands in Korea. 

One dispatch from the eastern Korean front 

described a difficult assault on Fool mountain. 
The high point was considered essential to main- 
tenance of a strong Allied defense line. Hence 
Allied infantry stormed the ridge, was thrown 
back, finally won the mountain and paid the 
cost in lives. 
. In Kaesong, meanwhile, Chinese and North 
Korean truce negotiators were demanding a 
cease-fire buffer zone along the thirty-eighth 
parallel. This was tantamount to demanding 
an Allied retreat to a weak front from a strong 
front which the Allies established and paid for 
in blood. 

The request is especially preposterous be- 
cause the Kaesong talks are intended only to 
establish a cessation of fire. Any hope of real 
peace depends on later political negotiations. 
So the Allies would have to take a weak de- 
fense position without any assurance that they 
might not be attacked there if the negotiations 
failed. 

With this in mind, Secretary Acheson natural- 
ly declared that the Communist proposal was 
not acceptable. An acceptable buffer zone must 
satisfy both sides that their positions are fairly 
defensible. The truce negotiators can begin work 
on this delineation only when the Communists 
drop the idea that they can easily salvage terri- 
tory which they lost in the heat of the ag- 
gression. 
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A Royal Hand at Poker 


It happened the other night in the spacious 
Casino at San Remo, the glistening little seaport 
on Italy’s gay Riviera di Ponente. The odds are 
mighty good that had it ever happened around 
any poker table set up in any gambling hall, 
saloon or tent between Arizona’s Tombstone and 
Canada’s White Horse, somebody would have 
died with Kis boots on of that old frontier day 
disease—lead poisoning. . 

But at dreamy San Remo, where olives, lem- 
ons, palms—and suckers—are cultivated, there 
was not a murmur of protest nor even the click 
of a raised eyebrow. For it was His Majesty 
King Farouk I of Egypt, ruler over 20,000,000 
souls in the land of the Nile, who did it. 

“A straight,” he said, throwing down his cards 
without showing them and hauling in the $5000 
pot. “Take the word of a king.” 

Undoubtedly well aware of the old saying that 
“the king can do no wrong,” Farouk regarded 
that as an adequate response to Pier Bussetti, 
an Italian industrialist, who called the king’s 
bet. And Signor Bussetti accepted the word of 
King Farouk—didn’t even ask the pudgy playboy 
whether he had filled a bob-tail or an inside 
straight. 

Mayhdp Signor Bussetti was conversant with 
the old Persian proverb: If the king says at 
noonday, “It is night,” the wise man says, “Be- 
hold the stars!” However, it’s a cinch that if 
somebody tips Signor Bussetti off to Mark 
Twain's famous crack “Kings is mostly rapscal- 
lions,” the signor is going to nod his assent 
vigorously. 
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Uniform Freight Rates 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
finally reaffirmed its 1945 decision that freight 
rates east of the Rocky Mountains should be 
uniform and—more important—it is doing some- 
thing about it. This will be encouraging news to 
those interested in the growth of southern and 
western industries, long handicapped by the 
cheaper freight rates accorded their competitors 
in the east. : 

As the first step toward eliminating the arti- 
ficial restraints posed by the existing rate struc- 
ture, the ICC has ordered the railroads to com- 
plete and file within four months a new and 
uniform classification for manufactured goods. 
This action is designed to abolish class rate dif- 
ferences on the same type of article in different 
parts of the country. 

Thus, while rates paid by shippers in the 
east will remain virtually unchanged, rates on 
shipments originating in the south and in those 
states west of the Mississippi river but east of 
the Rockies will be reduced by as much as 15 
per cent. In the past, the ICC has justified the 
rate differential on grounds that since a good 
deal less industrial freight originated in the 
south and west, the railroads were entitled to 
get more money for handling that business. 

But the effect of such a system was to pro- 
mote manufacturing in the crowded and indus- 
trial east at the expense of the south and west. 
This wad because a difference in rates of only a 
few cents often could be the difference between 


a reasonable profit and none at all. Under the 
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The McDonnell Proposal 


The Board of Aldermen, when it.meets this 
month to pass on the Airport Commission's 
proposal to sell the McDonnell Aircraft Corp. 
plant to the McDonnell company, will have two 
main questions to decide. 

One is whether the sale price is fair to the 
city. Mayor Darst and the Airport Commission 
obviously believe so, and the history of the ne- 
gotiations supports the belief. McDonnell’s first 
offer was $5,000,000. Later it offered something 
between $7,216,983 and $9,630,844, the final 
price to depend on what tax amortization bene- 
fits the company received from the federal gov- 
ernment. Now it has agreed to pay $9,873,093. 


The city itself paid $500,000 for the plant 
when it acquired it from the federal government. 
Allowing for the cost of additional land in- 
cluded in the deal, arfi for the cost of changing 
airport development plans as a result of the 
plant’s being built, it appears that the sale price 
represents a substantial profit to the city. It 
comes very close to the price recommended by 
a citizens’ committee appointed by Mayor Darst 
to investigate the matter. 

The Aldermen should concern themselves with 
a second question: whether a sale rather than a 
lease best serves the city’s interests. The citi- 
zens’ committee recommended a lease. It félt 
the city should retain ownership in order to in- 
sure proper airport control, and because a sale, 
would liquidate “a substantial capital asset which 
may become of increasing importance in the 
future, both as a source of revenue and as an 
adjunct to the operation of the airport.” 

As to the first point, the Airport Commission 
believes that effective airport control will be 
achieved by the use agreement to be signed 
with McDonnell and by Civil Aeronautics 
Administration regulation of any new structures 
to be built by the company. As to the second, 
the question is how valuable the plant would 
actually be to the city if leased for a long term 
to McDonnell, which was the practical alterna- 
tive to a sale. Could a lease be obtained which 


would yield more revenue than the $9,873,093 | 


which the city will receive over the next 10 
years under the sale arrangement? What would 
be gained by retaining ownership of a plant 
which, engineering studies show, will not inter- 
fere with airport development plans? 

One condition of a sale, if it is approved, 
should be made air-tight. The proceeds, as Mayor 
Darst recommends, should be earmarked for 
completion of the airport expansion and for 
other airport uses. It would be indefensible to 
dissipate the funds on other municipal purposes 
when airport development is so badly needed.

Handicap or Alibi? 

“We will not be able to hold down rising 
prices under this act.” 

That is a strong statement, but President Tru- 
man did not qualify it when he was explaining 
why he signed the economic controls bill re- 
luctantly. Many people would have felt a little 
easier if he had said: “This bill will handicap us 
severely, but we are going to try té hold down 
rising prices nevertheless.” 

That the bill does handicap stabilization ef- 
forts there can be no doubt, but this is no rea- 
son why it should become an alibi. 

What the public cannot forget is that the Tru- 
man Administration, which now battles so vali- 
antly for stable prices, itself permitted a sub- 
stantial degree of inflation last fall and winter 
before it finally moved to enforce controls then 
on the books. There is every reason to believe 
that the Administration has changed its outlook. 
We hope its actions will continue to support that 


belief. 


The President says Congress will be asked to 
amend the act. How those amendments fare in 
Congress, and how vigorously they are sup- 
ported by the Administration, will be closely 
watched. Will they just be introduced for the 
record and then forgotten? The public is not 
interested in a contest to prove who let infla- 
tion get out of hand; it wants inflation checked. 
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Giveaway Program on Offshore Oil 

Efforts to hand the Federal Government’s 
offshore oil over to state control and exploita- 
tion have been successful in the House. That 
body passed a quit-claim bill by 265 to 109 
votes. Hope of stopping the oil grab now lies 
with the Senate and the President, who has 
promised a veto. 

Mr. Truman vetoed a similar measure in 1946, 
and the Supreme Court held that the Govern- 
ment has full dominion over the submerged oil 
lands. So the states’ claim to title over these 
riches has no legal basis. The ridiculousness of 
the claim is apparent in the House bill. 

This measure would give the states undis- 
puted right to oil lands for three miles out to 
sea, except for Texas, which would have rights 
for 10% miles out. Since Texas once was an in- 
dependent republic, it now demands dominion 
rights which it would deny to the Federal Re- 
public. 

There are vast riches in-the submerged lands 
off our shores. In view of the need of oil for 
defense, in view of the world-wide hunt for the 
black gold, our offshore resources should be 
developed cautiously, conserved carefully. But 
above everything else they belong to the whole 
nation, not to a handful of states. Protection of 
the national interest in offshore oil now lies 
with the Senate and in the threat of a veto. 
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School Employes’ Pensions 
ov. Smith has signed into law the bill that 
will permit St. Louis public school teachers and 
other school employes to earn maximum pen- 
sions of $125 a month, as compared with the 
top retirement benefit of $62.50 now paid. 

This will accomplish the second of the two 
objectives of the 12-cent tax rise approved by 
voters May 1, the other—higher salarie@ for the 
system’s teachers—having been put in effect 
shortly after the community acted to provide 
the funds. 

The new pension ceiling is in line with retire- 
ment benefits achieved in industry by many 
groups of union workmen. But by no stretch 
of the imagination will it be easily. attained. 
To earn the maximum $125, a school employe 
must make at least $3000 a year and contribute 
5 per cent of that sum to the retirement fund 
for 35 years. 

Nevertheless, the new law contains one pro- 
vision with which few persons should find fault 
—currently paid retirement benefits will be in- 
creased at least 40 per cent. This will be good

There is growing evidence that, regard- 
less of events on the battlefield and at 
Kaesong, the United Nations are losing 
the Korean war in the area of human 
relations. This could easily prove the 
place where the final decision will be 
made, whether Korea is to go over to the 
Communist side, or be counted among the 
free nations. Two dispatches have con- 
tributed shocking testimony to support the 
general thesis. 

From Seoul, New York Times Corre- 
spondent Greg McGregor reported that 
“the handling and 
disposal of North 
and South Korean 
refugees in a refu- 
gee camp less than 
six miles from this 
city has become a 
blot on the U.N: rec- 
ord.” He described 
the camp, with its 
37,000 inhabitants, 
as a “small city of 
death and i. pesti- 
lence.” 

He said that seven 
or eight of them die 
each night “because 
they are forced to 
live worse than any animal kept by an 
American farmer, because they have inad- 
equate medical care and because in many 
cases their will to live has been broken 
by the treatment they have received from 
the people they regarded as their last 
hope for salvation.” 


Meal-by-Meal Relief 


From Pusan, Associated Press Corre- 
spondent O. H. P. King reported that 
“much has been planned but virtually 
‘nothing done as yet toward rehabilitation 
of devastated Korea.” He disclosed that 
“So far, other than rebuilding of roads 
and railways for movement of military 
supplies, only temporary, meal-by-meal re- 
lief and disease prevention steps have 
been taken.” 

The average refugee’s daily grain ration 
is 1300 calories, compared with 2400 pro- 
vided for prisoners of war. 

In view of the surging of battle back 
and forth across the battered country, it 
has manifestly not been possible to launch 
any really substantial ‘reconstruction 
projects. Yet it is evident that the effort 
expended in this direction so far has been 
totally inadequate to the task. 


The amounts of money spent sound im- 
pressive at first glance. King reports that 
the ECA has spent about $50,000,000 to 
sustain the Korean economy since the war 
began; the Army has spent an equivalent 
amount for civilian relief. 


Various other United Nations members 
have spent another $20,000,000. The 
CARE organization reports 10,000 pri- 
vately donated relief packages per month 
are flowing into Korea from America and 
other civilian agencies in this country 
ae been raising money, clothing and 
ood. 


Responsibility of U.N. 


But the population of Korea is 30,000,- 
000, and the homeless alone make up a 
community approaching the population of 
New York City. This clearly presents a 
problem to be met only by expenditures 
counted. in the hundreds of millions of 
dollars. And while private civilian con- 
tributions are obviously of great value, the 
bulk of an operation of this magnitude 
must be assumed by governments. 


It was hardly possible for the United 
Nations to calculate and plan for this scale 
of rehabilitation program in advance. But 
the need for such planning is sharply evi- 
dent now. 

We fail to see how such planning and 
execution is any less important than the 
planning and execution of the military 
phase of the campaign. 

For, as McGregor suggests, the United 
Nations accepted comprehensive responsi- 
bilities when they moved,into Korea, and 
more Communists can be created by the 
neglect of that responsibility than the 
Kremlin could convert in 10 years of 
propaganda. 


No Haggling Over Cost 


We urge the President, the chiefs of the 
State and Defense Departments, and the 
United Nations leadership to take a new 
look at this problem, for it is all too obvi- 
ous that the attention paid it up to now 
has fallen far short of adequacy. 


Under the circumstances it is simply 
not possible to haggle over the cost; the 
security of the whole program undertaken 
by free nations in the world requires that 
this basic act of brotherhood, this funda- 
mental, humane responsibility toward a 
people reduced to misery, be carried out 
efficiently, generously, and completely.

Until recently the waltz tradition was 
relegated to a few old nostalgics, and was 
used as fill-in for radio shows or an occa- 
sional spot on a summer program. Then 
Tin Pan Alley with its usual frugality of 
ideas rediscovered the Viennese waltz (now 
much of it in public domain), and with 
sloshy words, disfiguring tempi and the 
Hollywood treatment of super-arrange- 
ments reintroduced what seems quite in- 
destructible in its melodic lilt. For the 
waltz represents not only a period of his- 
tory, it is also a way of life, a city—and 
the musical fertility of a handful of com- 
posers (particularly from one family) who 
excelled in endless and not often mediocre 
productivity. : 

This then is the story of the Strauss 
family—Johann Sr., Johann II, Josef and 
Eduard—but also of Lanner and Lehar. It 
is also the story of that genre of the Hun- 
garian (Gypsy) Viennese operetta which 
repeatedly reappears to flatter the ear. It 
is by no means a dull recitation of dates, 
nor is it an anecdotal, sugar-coated ver- 
sion (such as recently did appear), but 
rather a penetrating study by one who 
intends to show that what we now call 
‘light” music is by no means cheap or easy 
to compose, to play or even to conduct. 
Technically and artistically, it makes de- 
mands, and while it sounds simple and 
naive, it is not. The author does then a 
creditable job of going into the technical 
analyses which could have proven pro- 
hibitive. 

A complete catalogue of the works—~ 
the number is amazing—is helpful, al- - 
though dates here might have enhanced 
it. The listing of selected recordings is 
very good, as are Mr. Pastzne’s commen- 
taries, and one should applaud his con- 
demnation of the vulgarized Metropolitan 
Opera version of Die Fledermaus. 

It is good to have this very fine book 
on a subject which has experienced so 
much misunderstanding and abuse. Indeed 
the obvious cruelty and brassiness of Ra- 
vel’s final pages in La Valse—to which 
Mr. Pastene alludes—not only marked the 
end of the era of the Wiener Walzer but 
also mirrors the mayhem done it by ua- 
musicianly musicians of our own day.

WILLIAM H. KIEKHOFER DIES; 
PROFESSOR AT WISCONSIN U. 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 2 (AP) 
—William H. (Wild Bill) Kiek- 
hofer, University of Wisconsin 
professor and nationally known 
economist, died yesterday at Wis- 
consin General Hospital. He had 
been ill since spring. He was 68 
years old. 

The nickname “Wild Bill” was

Mr. Pauley, former treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, had a‘substantial interest in 
submerged oil lands. At the time 
of this inquiry the Justice De- 
partment’s suit to confirm federal 
title to such lands was pending in 
the Supreme Court.

To Win

ESPITE all that has been writ- 

ten on the subject, many Ca- 

nasta players still let them- 
selves get down to one card at an 
early stage of the game. 

Usually these are persons who 
are used to other rummy games, 
where you meld as much and as 
soon as you can. This is not-true 
in Canasta, as of course you know 
already. Only on freak hands, or 
as a signal, do you let yourself be 


reduced to one card. 


Here is a hand recently dealt: 


The player had just drawn. It 
is, as you see, possible to meld 
5 eights and 5 fives, discard one 
card, and be down to one card in 
the hand. 


The disadvantage of the player 
with one card is this: He can nev- 
er get the pack. (It takes two 
cards to get the pack unless an 
opponent throws a card to match 
one of your melds, and an oppo- 
nent is not going to do that.) 

But in this case the holder of 
the hand—and quite properly, too 
—made his melds, discarded the 
seven, and had only one card left. 

This was, as if always it, a clear 
signal to his partner: . “Complete 
a canasta so we can go out.” His 
partner co-operated |. completing 
a canasta with two wild cards, and 
by making two other melds. Then 
the player with one card could go 
out by drawing any wild card or 
a matching card in any of four 
ranks—and that’s a pretty good 
chance.

$100 each month in soldier’s de- 
posits toward her retirement. The 
latter event, incidentally, may, 
according to present regulations, 
take place after only 20 years of 
active service. 


Most evenings are the sergeant’s 
own. On Tuesday she usually 
plays bingo with other WAC ser- 
geants at the WAC cadre club. 
Wednesday she is in the office to 
work out the week’s duty roster, 
a delicate feat which determines 
who will be on KP and who will 
get away with lighter housekeep- 
ing duties.

Army and civilians whispered 
dark rumors about their morals. 

When Virginia’s decision stood, 
the girls in the plant gave her a 
mammoth send-off.

“I just stayed around the bar- 
racks, shined my shoes and pol- 
ished my buttons,” she recalled.

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N the fall of 1944, still a buck 
J private Virginia Brown arrived 

in LeHavre, France, and shortly 
afterward moved with the 
Twelfth Air Force to Algiers.

Her 
job was to drive a bus and when 
she wasn’t driving a bus she was 
driving a truck or a jeep. WACs 
were not plentiful overseas at 
that time.

in the middle of the night with 
her and two other women cower- 
ing in an open jeep. 

“Two of us had our heads down 
pretty close together in the 
front,” she remembered, “and I 
could just hear our tin hats bump- 
ing together, clickety-clickety, 
clickety-clickety, as we sat it out.”

SINCERE 


Even though South had passed 
originally, when he came in free- 
ly over East’s one-spade bid 
(which was obviously a rather 
desperate obstructive effort), 
North could not be blamed for 
getting extremely optimistic. 
True, the spade lead would be 
coming through North’s A-Q at a 
club contract, but a great many 
different South holdings would 
make it impossible to avoid the 
loss of a spade trick. When 
North’s Blackkwood four no- 
trump found South with the miss- 
ing ace, North could not restrain 
himself from going all out. (It 
will be observed that South’s two- 
club call could have been sub- 
stantially stronger than it was!) 

West opened his top spade. The 
ace was played, and declarer 
hopefully cashed the ace and 
king of trumps. A 2-2 trump break 
would have let South spread the 
hand, but when East showed up 
with the J-10-2 of trumps, South 
had something to think about. 

It was futile to draw East’s last 
trump, and South made no such 
error. He had to risk cashing 
dummy’s three top diamonds, so 
that he could discard a spade; 
then he ruffed a spade. Next, he 
led a low heart to dummy’s king 
and ruffed a second spade; then 
he cashed the heart ace, discard- 
ing dummy’s diamond, and ruffed 
a heart with dummy’s low trump. 
There was of course the acute 
danger that East would be out of 
hearts and able to over-ruff 
dummy, but the risk had to be 
run, When East actually followed 
suit in hearts, South was home, 
since he could ruff dummy’s last 
spade and win the fulfilling trick 
with the club queen.

A. I think they do—90 per 
cent of them. 

Q. What is the present Chief 
of Police’s name? A. Eddie Kas- 
prowicz, something like that. 

Q. He knows what business you 
were in? A. Yes. Everybody in 
town knows what business I am 
in.

Press distributors, was cut off at 
La Salle shortly before he testi- 
fied but still was operating at 
Streator. 

Q. You had never been raided? 
A. Yes; S.was raided once... I 
have had conviction. 

Q. What was that? A. Well, 
running a gaming house. 

Then, two 
committee had Mr. Cawley back 
in Chicago for examination in 
open hearings. In the meantime 
we had read in the Chicago news- 
papers that, the day after he told 
us in executive session that he 
ran without interference, his 
place in La Salle was shut down 
tight by order of the Mayor. In 
Streator, the police chief was 
quoted as saying he had called 
at Cawley’s Paddock club but 
found “nothing but punchboards 
and lucky bowls.” But the fol- 
lowing is what we heard from the 
still unruffled Cawley. 

Q. Do you still have an estab- 
lishment in both places (La Salle 
and Streator)? A. That is correct. 

Q. Are they still operating? A. 
That is right. 

Q. Have they been down to 
speak of for any period of time 
in the last two or three months? 
A. Very little. 

Q. You have no trouble operat- 
ing now? A. That is right. 

Q. Everything is going the same 
as usual? A. Yes. 

Q. Your books are operating... 
and your crap games are operat- 
ing? A. That is correct.

AWLEY went on to list, per- 

fectly frankly, in response to 

questions, all the forms of 
gambling in which he was en- 
gaged.

HYDE PARK. 

HAVE a queston today that I 

think is fair to constder in this 

column. It was written by one 
of our soldiers now in camp. He 
asked: “Can peace be brought to 
the world by war?” 

Of course, there is no one to- 
day, I’m sure, who would not 
like to see war's end. We, in the 
United States, are rearming not 
because we expect to go to war, 
but because we are afraid that 
there are forces in the world— 
the world of communism—that 
may force us into war. There- 
fore, we have decided that the 
best guarantee against war is to 
be so strong militarily that no 
one will be tempted to attack us, 
knowing that retaliation would be 
swift and disastrous to any coun- 
try making — attack.

THIS IS, of course, only a 
temporary solution. If we de- 
pended on it alone and in all 
areas of the world there con- 
tinued to be fear and preparation 
for war, undoubtedly we would 
eventually have war. It seems to 
me essential that we all under- 
stand that the military side of 
our program is only one phase 
of an effort to keep peace in 
the world. The _ co-operation, 
which must come between na- 
tions, and the growth of confi- 
dence and belief in each other, 
is essential to building a perman- 
ently peaceful world. 

Without question the Soviet 
Union, which heads the Commu- 
nist world, is telling its people 
that they must remain strong in 
a military way because they fear 
attack from us. Russia constantly 
tries to persuade even the west- 
ern nations of our desire to con- 
trol the world, if not through ac- 
tual conquest, through our eco- 
nomic power. 

Some of us believe that the 
Soviet Union may be genuine in 
its assurances, that it has no in- 
tention of going to war. But at 
the same time we see signs of 
infiltration and efforts on the 
part of Communists in general to 
create internal revolution 
out the world in an attempt to 
bring about a world. 
This has been done recently in 
a number of countries and we in 
the West must be constantly on 
the alert, lest the same pattern 
be successful in any one of our 
countries.

Adjusting Flush Tanks. 


EW modern conveniences have 
Fas many ways and means of 

getting out of orger as the 
bathroom flush tank. - Some- 
times the tank won’t work at all. 
Sometimes you can’t get it to 
stop working and sometimes it 
will work but doesn’t seem to 
have its heart in it. 

A flush tank should empty it- 
self about 10 seconds after the 
handle is turned. If it takes much 
longer than this, the flushing 
action in the bowl is so weak 
that it hardly counts. Slow emp- 
tying of the tank is often caused 
by the rubber ball valve at the 
bottom of the tank. If the ball 
valve is old it will stretch out 
when the tank handle is turned 
rather than raising up to allow 
the water to run into the bowl. 
What you need here is a new 
ball valve. 

Another cause of the trouble 
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may be in the lift wire connect- 
ing the ball valve to the horizon- 
tal line connected to the handle. 
If this vertical lift wire is too 
long, the ball valve will only be 
partially lifted off the hole in the 
bottom of the tank. Shortening 
the lift wire can be done by 
shortening the loop at the top 
of this lift wire with a pair of 
pliers. A little oil or powdered 
graphite on connecting points of 
these lifts will also help. 

When a tank empties itself in 
10 seconds but the bowl is not 
properly flushed the fault is not 
in the flush tank but is caused 
by an obstruction in either the 
bowl trap or drain line.
